Probably Showed It.

Contradicted Himself ‘Repeatedly. 

Blumenberg contradicted himself repeat- 
edly. First he said he never had the notes 
in his possession, but he would not swear he 
did not send his assistant to get them for 
him from the committee attorneys He said 
he suspected the genuineness of the notes 
because the characters were too perfect ana 
there was too much Jong hand mixed in with 
it. But the only long hand he could. point 
out was the name Wiehe on several pages. 

He also said no characters were stricken 
out, as would happen if the. stenographer 
started to take conversation and then de- 
cided it was not relevant. But he admitted 
he could read only a part of the characters. 

MR: HEALY—Can you tell whether the 
notes show that the writer of these notes 
started along a certain line of conversation 
and then abandoned it or not? 

MR. BLUMEN BERG—No; 1 could not. 


Despite this contradiction of hie previous 


testimony the witness said it was his judg- 
ment that the notes were faked. 
The commitee then adjourned.

REMINDS OF SPORT AT HOME 


Open Air Games Preferable to Those 
Indoors, Says Queensberry, 


BY THE MAROUIS OF QUEENSBERRY 

It was With no small pleasure that 1 wended 
my way to Wasnington park yesterday to seé 
three of the Royal Caledonia club's rinks pit 
themselves against three rinks from the Cni- 
cago club. I saw some sport of a higniy m- 
teresting character. I could not heip but 
think what an ideal day it would Nave been 
for open air curling, as it was colo clear, ana 
bright, with no wind, 

In days gone by I used to cur! a good deai 
in Dumfrieshire, and at my home we had a 
large loch called Kinmount loch, where 
every year when the winter was propitious 
we had several big days for curling, when as 
many as a thousand people would assemble 
to see local rinks from Annan ‘Ecclefechan 
(ine nome of LNOMaAas. Cariyie), Carrutners- 
town, Locerdie, Dumtries, etc., meet im 
friendly rivairy. tvery rink nad its pana or 
ardent supporters, who came to cheer their 
champions in victory, or moan Witn taem in 
defeat, 

There/ {fs a great difference between open 
air curling such as I speak of above and 


covered in curling such as took place im the curling 
shed at Washinkton park, and as practically all 
Scotch curling takes plece in the open air it must 
make a big difference to the Scotsmen’s play. Arti- 
ficial. ice is much faster. Being protected from the 
weather, the ice is practically perfect, without 
blemish or impediment of any sort. 

From a purely sporting point of view curling in 
the open air is infinitely preferable. It requires 
greater skill and forethought to judge the weight 
and force to be put into every throw, as everything 
has to be taken into account—wind, surface, water, 
ete. I have seen many a game played on ice cov- 
ered with an inch of water, and generalship and 
judgment of the highest order are called into oper- 
ation in such a case. 

1 suppose nearly every one in that shed was 
either Scotch or of Scotch descent, for curling is 
essentially a game which appeals to Scotchmen and 
almost to Scotchmen only. The Royal Caledonian 
rinks were putting in some splendid shots, and so. 
too, were the Chicago club men. and but for senti- 
ment I would not have known where to plece my 
money had I wished to name the winner. For the 
two houre that I was there I imagined I was back 
among the old folks at home.

TREATMENT OF FURNACE HEAT. 

E. M. writes: Nearly all hot air furnaces 
are supplied with cast or wrought fron pans 
near thé bottom of the hot chamber for the 
purpose of supplying water for condensing 
purposes, the idea being that this vapor will 
be carried into the rooms. Few people know 
about this or realize the importance of keep- 
ing the pan filled, 

1. These water pans are not in the right 
pom 3 are not efficient. They should be 
pla inside the hot chamber. 

“2. People who tive in furnace heated 
houses should place a pan of clean water un- 
der the registers every day. 

. Outlets inside the inlet incoming pipes 
will warm the air and interfere with circu- 
lation. The outlet pipes should go down 
separately from the inlet pipes and end in 
the cold air box, so the outgoing air will help. 
in the draft and pase off into the chimney 
instead of coming back into the rooms. 

4. It is customary to supply cold air for 
the fire box from the front hall, but I have 
found it improve matters to have « cold air 
pipe dropped from the attic instead.

1. The water pans should be placed on the furnace 
inside the hot chamber, as euggested by B. M. 

2. The temperature of water in pans placed in 
the registers would not be bigh enough for effective 

evaporation. To place them in the hot air chamber 
on top of or close to the furnace is the ideal, te 
place them in the register rani second, on the 
register face, third.

INCE a certain Valton has been 
industriously flooding the leading 
citles of the United States with cir- 
cular letters dated from “the Her- 
aldic Genealogical Office,” at Fon- 

tannes, in the Department of the Aube, 
France, offering to secure nobility titles for 
the recipients, it may be just es well to 
explain that the heraldic genealogica) office 
is not an official or government department, 
that it has nothing whatsoever in common 
with the official Consulta Heraldica at Rome, 
the Royal ‘College of Heralds in London, or 
‘the Herolisamt at Berlin, eto., but is a 
purely private concern, and, I am sorry to 
add, it must be something in the nature of 
a swindle. 

The ciroular begins in a very insidious 
fashion. It commences by «tating that 
“many gentiemen belonging to families of 
nobility in Burepe emigrated to America 
generations upon generations ago, aban- 
domed: the use of their titles, and their de- 
ecendants now do not know that their an- 
cestors belonged to the nobility. Such people 
now will be pleased if it can be established 
that they have by virtue of their descent 
the right te use titles such as those of 
marquis, count, baren.“ It goes on, ‘Iam 
an expert in genealogical research, and if 
I find any wealthy American family now 
existing comes from an ancient house of the 

uropean nobility, I cam secure the receg- 

ition of the title and have it legalized by 
the courts of Europe.“ 
Not content with this—and this tis where the 
swindle comes in—“ Should anyone,” writes 
M. Valton, “intrust me with such re- 
searches, and I ascertain that my client is 
not descended from the nobility, I am in 
position to have granted for him er her, by 
regular patent, the title of baron, count, or 
marauis at the rate of 40,000 francs for baron, 
45,000 francs for count, and 90,000 francs for 
marquis.” M. Vaiton alse offers commissions 
for anybody who will place him in com- 
munication with customers: 

Now, it is beyond the power of M. Vakon 
or any one else of the kind to sell a bona 
fide title, such 49 he offers, either tor $10,000, 
or any other sum, and any one who makes 
any purchase of the kind from M. Valton 
will find that he has bought a gold brick.

But since it abolished 
the practice, at the instance of the Italian 
government, there is no sovereign power in 
existence that has titles for sale, and 

| sovereign states are the only ones that have 
the right to confer titles. © 
There is bat one exception to this rule, 
namely, in Spain, There alone it is possible 
aero a Rene, ee 
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dered in this country under the name ‘of 
Capt. the Hon. George Hamilton Gordon, 
when he came here in September, 1008, with 
his kinsmam Lord Balfour of Burleigh, head 
of the royal commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the question of trade between the 
United States and the British West Indies. 

The peerage to which George Hamilton 
Gordon has just succeeded has this pe- 
cullarity: it was created by mistake.

The late Lord Stanmore was formerly 
known as Sir Arthur Hamilton Gordon, He 
was @ younger brother of the fifth Earl of 
Aberdeen, an uncle, therefore, of the present 
viceroy of Ireland and of Lady Balfour of 
Burieigh The greater part of his life was 
spent in administering minor colonies, where 
he distinguished himself not only by his 
ability but by his sense of the extreme im- 
portance of his office, 

Indeed, he was so imbued with the con- 
viction that he represented as governor 
not merely the sovereign, but the crown, that 
it is said that when he was governor of 
Ceylon he caused the chaplain to substitute 
in the liturgy the words “Thy servant, 
Arthur, our most gracious governor,” for 
the phrase “Thy servant, Victoria, our 
most gracious queen,” in the prayer for the 
reigning family.

Gordon, however, 
was 80 impressed with the value of the 
services which he had rendered as colonia) 
governor that he at once assumed that the 
peerage wes offered to him solely and en- 
tirely in recognition thereof.

declare themselves, Sir Arthur Gordon, who 
had taken the title of Lord Stanmore on 
his elevation to the

Economical Housekeeping 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

One of the most general of all general recipes 
is that for cottage pudding, but there is only 
one unit of measurement that is uniformly 
the same in every ipe for the pudding 
printed. The ingredients in their proper cook- 
ing school order ate butter, sugar, one egg, 
milk, flour, baking powder, salt, flavoring. 

As to the butter a great number of people 
use about a quarter of a cup, but some use 
as little as a teaspoonful. The amount of 
sugar that is the most nearly standard for 
this recipe is one-half cupful, but more and 
much less are sometimes used. Perhaps one 
cupful of milk is the nearest to the ordinary 
amount of milk used, but some use as little 
as half a cupful. I have a recipe in which 
but three-faurths of a cupful of flour is used, 
although there is that much liquid in the cake. 

There is no doubt but that this pudding is 
frequently made too stiff, and this is why, per- 
haps, the amount of flour varies, fer the cupful 
of milk, from one and a half cupfuls to two 
and one-fourth. Ot course the quality of the 
flour does make a good deal of difference, but 
two cupfuls are in most cases too much. 

It is Lard to tell what is the möst exact 
measure of baking powder to be used, so much | 
depends upon the freshness and raising power 
of the egg, and then a teaspoonful of baking 
powder by some measurements is no more than 
a half teaspoonful by others. 

Of course the cottage pudding is nothing 
more than a one egg cake, and the nearer it 


is like a good cake, the better pudding it is, 


and the more economical is this dessert, for 
what is left over may be used as cake But 
this cannot be daked like a loaf cake. It must 
de baked in a shallow tin, if we are to have a 
good expanse of nice surface which any cake 
should have, if it is to be eaten hot—for the 
sake of the digestion. 

Both the Boston Cooking Sol. ool cookbooks, 
one by Mrs. rmer and the other by Mrs. Hill, 
have this formula, but, in Mrs. Farmers book 
it is called one egg cake, and in Mrs. Hill's 


cottage pudding. The following is their for- 


mula: 

One Egg Cake, or Cottage Pudding—One- 
fourth cupful of butter, one-half, cupful of 
sugar, one egg, one-half cupful of milk, one and 
one-half cupfuls of flour, two and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder. Go far these re- 
cipes are identical, except that Mrs. Hill says 
after the egg “well beaten,” and adds, Mer 
as a cake and bake in an agate muffin pan. 


‘Serve with lemon, wine, or strawberry sauce.” 


Mrs. Farmer adds to her one egg cake formula? 

“Cream the dutter, add sugar gradually, and 
egg well beaten. Mix and sift flour and baking 
powder, add alternately with milk to first mix- 
ture. Bake thirty minutes in a shallow pan. 
Spread with chocolate frosting.”
